GREAT ATHLETE ENLISTS. 




Despite the predictions of wet wea- 
ther yesterday. Conditions were much 

better than those for the Freshman - 
Sophomore meet held u week before, 
and a fair attendance turned out to 
see some interesting events run off In 
the Annual Sports of the University. 
Principal Peterson, with David Blsp- 
ham. the noted baritone, as his guest, 
spent the greater part of the after- 
noon on the field watching the men 
work. Captain l.nwry, the former 
miler, who is now with the C.A.M.C., 
and Captain Sid. Baldwin, last year's 
winner in the weight events, and one 
of the best basketball players that 
McOill has turned out, were on the 
grounds and took a great interest 
Capt. Baldwin Is also with the C. A. 
SI. C. The stands held a crowd of 
about 500 to 6u0 people, with the It. 
V. C, represented by at least fifty 
girls, who seemed to take as much 
Interest In the proceedings as the 
men did. The crowd might have been 
much larger considering that this is 
the only field day that the University 
holds. 

The meet Itself was characterized 
by some very good field records, but 
the track events were rather slow, al- 
though no less Interesting on that ac- 
count. In more than one case, nn ef- 
fort was made to establish a new re- 
cord.' but in each case, the distance 
fell a little short of the old record. 
The Inter-year race lost what little 
Interest it held after only a very few 
events had been run off, as the Sen- 
iors assumed the lead in points at the 
outset, and kept piling them up in 
nearly every event, getting an aggre- 
gate of 52 to the Freshman classes' 30. 
The Freshmen turned out Well again 
this week, and deserve considerable 
credit for their work. Danny Suther- 
land was the sole representative of 
the third year, but he managed to 
keep them out of last place by scor- 
ing 1» points to the Sophomores' 9. 
The win of 1917 in the year competi- 
tion yesterday establishes a college 
record fur consecutive wins, it Is be- 
lieved. The present Seniors have tak- 
en the University Sports aggregate 
every year since their entry into Mc- 
(iill, and it is likely that this has nev- 
er been equalled. 

The individual championship was n 
matter that attracted interest from 
the start, as it was seen that there 
was to bo a hard race between Suther- 
land, Cushing and Smelxer, Danny 
appeared to be the man In the early 
stages, when he took the three weight 
events with little difficulty, and took 
a second and third in the Jumps. Dan- 
ny has certainly not gone back since 
he last appeared in athletics here two 
years ago. He came within nn nee 
of beating both the shot-put and the 
discus record. In the shot-put, he 
threw the weight 3H ft. 1 Inch, in a 
special trial. This Is only 5 Inches 
behind the college record, and was a 
Wonderful throw. In the discus, he 
made three extra trials in an at- 
tempt tn stretch out the record, but 
fell only three Inches short of the re- 
cord. His distance In the hummer 
throw was 98 feet, a very good one, 
though nowhere near the record. 
Smelzer, who finally wen the all- 
round championship, was, as usual, not 
very spectacular in any one event, but 
was consistent, to say the least. He 
took the one hundred yards in the lust 
two strides, coming out In front of 
Hillier, who, though penalized one 
yard for over-anxiety, held the lead 
which he won from the pistol up to 
that point. Hillier seemed to thit.k 
that he had the race won but Sme'- 
zer's spurt took him by surprise, a-^d 
he fell back. Hmeizer's win In the 
broad Jump with a leap of 21 feet, 
was conceded as one of the surprises 
of the day. This -vas only Hire- end 
one-half Inches behind the college re- 
cord, and was made after iie had tai<en 
two very mediocre Jumps, dishing 
was hitf own Inimitable »elf In the 
polf. vault, an i captured that event 
With comparative ease. In a special 

exhibition afterward, n» tiiel to break 
tut own previous tsoflet'e i ord of 10 

fol 8 inches. He also took the hn.il 
1 rnp at f've feet, foil : and 
turned in nn aggregate of f erleen 
points, coming in third behind Sm.i- 
zer and Sutherland, the Junior team. 
Donnelly, of the Freshmen, figured In 
several events as a future all-round 
man of premise. He took the hurdles 
easily, and got one second and three 
thirds BUI Oerrie took the three mile 
raie from Walsh, after Walsh had de- 
feated him in the mile. Hill finds the 
mile a little too short for him. but 
was obviously at his best in the three 
mile. I'itts. who took second in the 
Weigh! throws, was somewhat of a 
dark horse, as Smelzer and Donnelly 
were expected to get the seconds nnd 
thirds here. 

The Atl-Rmnd championship still 
rests In the hands of a '17 man. de- 
spite the strenuous efforts of Suther- 
land to dislodge It. Smelzer has now 
held the honor for two successive 
years. He claims to he retiring from 
sports this year for good.

Artillery Course Likely in Con- 
nection With the University 
C.O.T.C. Training. 



If sufficient support from under- 
graduates and graduates of the Uni- 
versity can be received, and if an ap- 
plication made on Hie strength of this 
SUPport is accepted by the Militia au- 
thorities at Ottawa, McOill will have 
by the close of the present session an- 
other battery of siege artillery well 
under organization, with its members 
already trained in the work which the 
battery will take up. Such, at least, 
Is the hope of certain McCill men who 
feave been interesting themselves in 
the matter, and who are taking the 
necessary steps to place a second Mc- 
Oill battery of siege artillery at the 
disposal of the Militia Department for 
overseas service. Among these gep- 
llemen is Captain Sir Stopford Brun- 
ton, a Master of Science of McOill, 
former officer in the Imperial army, 
and at present trench warfare officer 
for this military division. 

Sir Stopford has suggested to stu- 
dent officials that an enquiry be at 
once instituted Into the possibility of 
raising such a battery from among 
students and graduates. Whether this 
battery will be raised us a purely 
McOill unit will largely rest upon the 
result of this investigation. Sir Stop- 
ford will npear before the Students' 
Council at its next meeting, and out- 
line his plan. 

It appears that the Militia authori- 
ties are at the present time author- 
izing only depot battalions of siege 
artillery, since each of the Canadian 
divisions at the front has its full com- 
pliment of this branch of artillery. 
These depot batteries are for the pur- 
pose of providing reinforcements for 
the siege batteries already in action. 
It is Capt. Urunton's suggestion that

ANOTHER BATTERY. 

The possibility of the authorization of another McGill Battery 
•will undoubtedly eause much favourable comment within the walls 
of the University, and will be eagerly encouraged as^'ar as the stu- 
dents are concerned, while the members of the varifrt Faculties will 
no doubt further the scheme in every possible way. \Vhen the Num- 
ber ti Battery was unlisted it had the sympathetic and active support 
of practically every student attending McGill, That Mattery is, from 
the last adviees received, still in England, completing its course of 
training before proceeding to the scene of action. It left behind in 
Halifax, where the previous training had been given, a commendable 
record in both efficiency and conduct; a record of which the mem- 
bers of the Battery can be proud, and one which is but natural in 
McGill organizations. 

The formation of another combatant unit which will be of a 
distinctively McGill character, will be welcomed on all sides. And 
this for several reasons. Cue of these is that a battery requires men 
with an ability for technical work, and where can these be recruited 
to better advantage than from University men. Take, for example, 
the undergraduates in the Faculty of Science. Here is the greatest 
possible opportunity for these men to make practical use of the train- 
ing which they have been pursuing; a use practical to themselves in 
that they will be able to make themselves proficient in the principles 
which they have been studying in their years at College, and the 
more important practical use of being of value to the Empire in the 

present conflict. There should not be any mistaken idea in the stu- 
dent community that the men of the Science Faculty are the only 
ones which can find a place or are desired in the Hattery, if it is au- 
thorized. Any man who has the least predilection to practical work 
can learn and enjoy work in an artillery unit. 

Another all-McGill battery would be like the former, a big fam- 
ily, every member of which would possess to the highest degree that 
esprit de corps so necessary in any co-operative organization, and 
especially in a fighting body. Often objection is made by parents 
to their sons enlisting on the ground that, going into a company of 
strangers they have to shift for themselves, and while this is often 
the best thing that could happen to them, yet this objection will not 
be able to be raised in such a battery as that proposed. The men 
comprising it will be with friends of their college life, will have in- 
terests in common outside of the work they are engaged in, and in 
general should be the happiest combatant unit which will have left 
to participate in the Empire's fight for freedom. With the authori- 
zation which we hope will come, there seems little that can prevent 
the unit, from being not only a huge success, but another mark of 
credit to the name of McGill in the column wherein the University's 
contributions to the needs of the Empire are chronicled. 



EDITORIAL NOTES. 

There is a very practical way for the students of the University 
to show that they appreciate the mey of His Majesty's Naval Forces, 
whether they are playing with a football or the Dreadnaught toys 
of the German Emperor, and it consists of turning out in large num- 
bers to the contest this afternoon at the Stadium between the team 
from H.M.S. Carnarvon, and a picked team from McGill, Rugby 
football along English lines is not brought to the notice of the men 
within McGill to such an extent as other forms of sport, but this does 
not mean that it is uninteresting either to the player or to the spec- 
tator. In its own way it combines the strategy of our Canadian gamr- 
with the endurance required in every strenuous athletic contest. The 
students at McGill who took up the challenge of the Carnarvon men 
have been practicing faithfully, and have done everything in their 
power to make the interest in the contest as widespread as possible. 
They are making no return whatever, either to themselves or the As- 
sociation of the University, under whose colours they are playing, but 
were one in their desire that the proceeds be turned over to the Hed 
Cross. Surely the students have reason enough to give them every 
bit of practieal support in their power.

Columbia Spends $25,000 to Aid 
Fat Men in Lab. Work, 
is Announcement. 



He who said that nobody loves a 
fat man never struck up a first h«nd 
acquaintanceship with the chemistry 
department of Columbia University. 
To ease the pursuit of the science hy- 
men of avoirdupois that department 
is now spending $25.000— a Bure sign 
Of h warm fueling toward (he flesh 
beladen. The money Is being invest- 
ed in a new type <,{ laboratory desk 
which is guaranteed to abolish the 
misery caused persons of heft by the 
necessity to squirm and squeeze In or- 
der to reach in the old kind of desk 
the apparatus stored on a level with 
their invisible ankles. The new equip, 
ment, of course, has other advantages, 
but they are minor. 

Dr. Harold A. I'ales, Instructor In 
quantitative analysis at Columbia Uni- 
versity, himself possessed of respect- 
able girth. Is the designer of the new 
desk. He was not inclined to mini- 
mize ltg possibilities of leading the 
stout man Into the chemical heaven 
yesterday, but said his chief satis- 
faction at its invention was gleaned 
from the fan that »T\t fifteen years- 
work In chemistry be had discovered 
Ids possession of genius as a carpen- 
ter. 

The desk which arouses all these 
emotions Is now In process of Instal- 
lation In the organic chemistry la- 
boratories and In the Havemeyer 
Hall, Columbia I'nlverslty, under the 
supervision of Dr Alexander rimith, 
head of the chemistry department, 
and Dr. Kale*. The arrangement be- 
heath its flat stone top, instead of 

t 



comprising: two drawers and a targe 
cupboard, consists of a set of shelves 
and racks, every one of which comes 
Into full and Immediate view when 
the door, which is without hinges and 
pulls straight out. Is urged forward. 
With the door, In order words, comes 
forth the entire cupboard, which is 
set lightly on a wheel running in a 
brass lined centre groove on the floor 
of the desk rrame. A board divides 
this cupboard Into two. Each side 
can be examined at a glance, and any- 
thing on It can be taken out In an In- 
stant. 

The desk is a great economizer of 
space. The students' apparatus, set 
out In this rack cupboard, occupies 
24,000 cubic Inches. When placed In 
the ordinary desk, with Its cupboard 
and drawers, the same apparatus oc- 
cupies 44,000 cubic Inches. That makes 
it possible to place outfits for two 
different students Where one went be- 
fore. 

The organic laboratory, when re- 
constructed, will accommodate 140 stu- 
dents, where It accommodated only 
70 before; the quantitative, 200. where 
it had room for only 100, and in nei- 
ther will there be any more desks 
than there were before.

WASHINGTON. D.C.-Off icial au- 
thorization for the training In mili- 
tary science of students in sixteen of 
the country's leading universities und 
colleges wus given by the War Depart- 
ment recently, to executive officers of 
the institutions, ut a conference be- 
tween them and ranking department 
officials. 

The purpose of the conference was 
to establish a systematic method for 
training reserve officers along lines 
described by the army reorganization 
law. It bus been estimuted that a 
corps of 5U.000 reserve officers will be 
necessary to establish an adequate 
military force should the United States 
become involved In wur with a first 
class world Power. 

In the absence of Secretary Buker, 
who issued the invitation to the col- 
lege und university heads, the confer- 
ence was presided over by William M. 
Ingraham, Acting Secretury, and offi- 
cers present Included Major General 
Hugh L. Scott, chief of staff; Major 
General Leonard Wood, commanding 
the Eastern Department; Brlgadier- 
Generul Macomb, president of the 
War College, and members of the Gen- 
eral Staff. 

Dr. A. Lawrence Lewell, president 
of Harvard, and Dr. Arthur T. Had- 
ley, president of Yale, together with 
severul other prominent educators, re- 
plied to addresses of welcome by the 
army representatives. 

The conference was a general in- 
formal discussion of tho law author- 
izing army training in civil institu- 
tions and of ways und means for put- 
ting it into effect. Tho general Im- 
pression of the speakers was that the 
regulations as prescribed by the stat- 
ute were not sufficiently elastic and 
should be modified so that it might 
be better adapted to the various types 
of educational institutions represent- 
ed. 

Mr. Ln graham appointed a commit- 
tee composed of Dr. Lowell, of Har- 
vard, chairman; Major John J. King- 
man, U. S. A.; E. W. Nicholas, su- 
perintendent Virginia Military Insti- 
tute; the Rev. Edward A. Pace, Catho- 
lic University of America; H. S. 
Drinker, president Lehigh; W. O. 
Thompson, president Ohio State Uni- 
versity, and George E. Vincent, presi- 
dent University of Mlnnesotu, to work 
out a curriculum acceptable to the 
various Institutions and the govern- 
ment, und to arrange other details for 
the actual beginning of instruction. 

The curriculum will be drafted to 
cover such subjects as are known to ] 
Junior army officers, and will exempt 
gTfulU&tei of such Institutions from i 
the necessity of taking the regular I 
army examination to obtain commis- 
sions as reserve officers. It will be 
made effective when completed by a 
general order Issued by the Secretary 
of Wur. 

Many other educational Institutions 
are expected to Install military train- 
ing courses later. 

The conference closed Its work last 
night and adjourned to await tho com- 
mittee's report. The institutions au- 
thorized to-duy lo give military In- 
struction are: Princeton University, 
Harvard University, Yale University, 
University of Michigan, University of 
Alabama, Virginia Mllitnry Institute, 
Stevens Institute of Technology, Cath- 
olic University of Amerlcn, Lehigh 
University, Ohio State University, 
University of Tennessee, Clemsen Ag- 
ricultural College, University of Min- 
nesota, University of Illinois, College 
of the City of New York and Uni- 
versity of Vermont.

RULES LESS STRICT 
FOR FRESHMEN NOW 

Princeton University Gives First 
Year Men An Easier Life. 



PRINCETON, N.J. —The freshmen 
at Princeton University — at the Im- 
minent risk of the guillotine If caught 
— are cheering themselves, theoretical- 
ly. They recognize In an announce- 
ment of changes made In rules for 
their conduct that there Is in some 
quarters a tendency to let them live 
and to cease impressing them con- 
stantly with the fact that they are 
the lowest form of collegiate life. They 
are to be let up. It seems. 

The Senior Council, after having 
thought over and around the matter, 
have decided that In the future fresh- 
men, however small and insignificant, 
may wear soft collars and also cuffs 
on the bottoms of their trousers.

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the proposed McGlll battery be au- 
thorized as a depot unit, with the pro- 
viso thut should u Fifth Cuimdlun Di- 
vision be placed In the field, it be al- 
lowed to go as a unit with this. In 
making an application of this sert it 
would be of great advantage to have 
a battery composed wholly of McGlll 
men, since such a unit would prove 
more efficient than one made up of 
outside men as well. The first and 
most importunt step will be to find 
out how muny students and graduates j 
would be prepared to offer their ser- 
vices in the event of the formation of 
the battery. 

While no definite action has been 
taken by the University in the mat- 
ter, it is understood that the authori- 
ties regard the proposal quite favour- 
ably. The question has been referred 
to the committee on Military Studies, 
who are now tatting It up. 

Should It be found feasible to raise 
a successor to No. 6 McGlll Siege Bat- 
tery now undergoing training in Eng- 
land, It Is not unlikely that a course 
In artillery work will be Instituted by 
the Lnlversity Contingent of the Can- 
adian Officers Training Corps, and 
that men now receiving Instruction in j 
Infuntry training will be permitted to j 
transfer to the artillery course. ^i*?- 
crults for the proposed battery will 
Join this course, and be allowed to 
continue their studies until the close 
of the session, when actual enlistment 
for active service would begin. 

Sir Stopford Brunton is at present 
delivering a course of lectures in 
Military Engineering at McGllh- He 
has served on the headquarters staff 
in France. 

Siege artillery is the heaviest and 
most technical type of artillery. Two 
batteries make up a brigade; an am- 
munition column accompanies each 
brigade. A battery consists of 159 
men of all ranks — 7 officers (including 
paymaster), 1 warrant officer and 151 
N.C.O.'s and men. Each battery has 
four guns — known technically as 'how- 
itzers" — varying in calibre from 6 to 
12 Inches, or even heavier. The guns 
are moved by mechanical transports 
— motor trucks or traction engines; 
no horses are used. The officers are 
provided with motor-cycles. 

Heavy howitzers are not adapted 
for firing without platforms. They 
are fired from timber or concrete 
bases, according as circumstances de- 
mand. The firing of siege howitzers 
requires great accuracy on the part 
of officers and men. Compared with 
shells of lighter artillery, the shells 
of siege artillery are very costly, and 
they must be fired so as not to be 
wasted. Again, when the enemy 
trenches are only a few yards from 
our own trenches, It Is necessary to 
drop shells with perfect accuracy, not 
only to shatter the enemy trenches, 
but at the same time to protect our 
own Infantry, and to avoid doing them 
injury with our own fire. The know- 
ledge and experience of college-train- 
ed men is naturally of great value in 
this type of artillery, bucause of the 
fine mathematical calculations, the 
care and the judgment required. In- 
deed, It is the opinion of many artil- 
lery officers that college students or 
college-trained mea>aro the most de- 
sirable type of men to' draw from for 
siege artillery, and that they can be 
of more value in this branch of the 
service than in any other branch. 

The position of the battery is usual- 
ly not closer to the front trenches than 
three or four miles; frequently It Is 
six or eight miles away. This Is re- 
quired by the very nature of the work, 
and also because the guns are so 
valuable and so difficult to move that 
ample time must be given should a 
retreat for any reason be ordered, 
The battery Is always concealed, and 
its safety lies In the Ingenuity .and 
originality with which It Is hidden 
from hostile aeroplanes and from the 
enemies' long-range guns. Most of 
I the firing Is done at night. The bat- 
tery moves infrequently; Indeed, It 
i may sometimes occupy the same po- 
: sltion for months. The result is that 
.the. men, unlike those of other units, 
' are not "always on the move," they 
j are practically In billets, although in 
action, and while they are perhaps 
more continually on duty, they are at 
least more comfortable than they oth- 
erwise might be. 

The men in the Battery are divided 
or classified according to their natural 
ability, experience, or the special apti- 
tude shown in training. They are di- 
vided into gunners, gun-layers, range- 
finders, observers, signallers, telephon- 
ists, plotters, etc.; in addition to these, 
there are a few clerks, and office as- 
sistants. The normal method of com- 
munication is by telephone or tele- 
graph, but when wires are destroyed, 
semaphore signalling is resorted to. 
The Instruments used by the battery 
are the "director" and the "observation 
of flro'instrument. In the use. of these, 
men who have taken courses In sur- 
veying will find work to their lik- 
ing. 

On the whole, the work required in 
siege artillery Is of a most Interesting 
character. It Is for the most part men- 
tal. It should appeal strongly to col- 
lege men, and indeed it is doubtful if

to ruch advantage and value to the 
Empire. 

'If the proposed battery of siege ar- 
tillery Is organized, It will be the 
third McGlll unit which has been 
placed in the field, exclusive of the 
six Universities companies which 
have been raised and sent overseas 
under the auspices of the University. 
The first to go overseas wus No. 3 
Canadian General Hospital (McGlll) 
officered and manned by McGlll grad- 
uates and students. No. 6 McGlU' 
Siege Battery, which Is now receiv- 
ing further training In England, was 
formed at the close of the session of 
1915-16, with Major W. D. Talt, of 
the Department of Philosophy,, as its 
commanding officer.. The first of the 
Universities companies, which ore 
used as reinforcements for the Prin- 
cess Patricia's Canadian Light Infan- 
try, was largely composed of McGlll 
men ,and there have been men from 
the University In every company 
which has followed It to the battle- 
fields of France. 



The third Annual Banquet of the 
residents of Strathcona Hall was 
held last evening In the Reading Room 
of the Hall.

First of nil, obtain a miner's certificate, from the Department in Quebec 
or from thé nearest agent. The price of this certificate Is $10.00, nnd it is 
valid until the first of January following. This certificate gives the right to 
prospect on public lands and on private lands, on which tho mineral rights bo- 
long to the Crown. 

The holder of the certificate may stake mining claims to the extent of 200 
acre's. 

WORKING CONDITIONS. 

, During the first six months following the staking of the claim, work on It 
must be performed to the extent of at least twenty-five days of eight hours. 

SIX MONTHS AFTER STAKING. 

. At the expiration of six months from the date of the staking, the pros- 
pector, to retain his rights, must take out a mining license. 

MINING LICENSE. 

The mining license may cover 40 to 200 acres In unsurveyed territory. 
The price of this license is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of $10.00 
on Issue. It 1b valid for one year, and Is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during 'the year work has been performed to tho 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres. 

MINING CONCESSION. » 

Notwithstanding the above, a mining concession may be acquired at any . 
time at the rate of $5.00 an acre for SUPERIOR METALS, and $3.00 an acre 
for INFERIOR MINERALS.
